No person knows more about 
the brain than does Dr. Ales 
Hrdlicka, who is ‘curator of Phy- 
sical Anthropology at the Smith- 
sonian Institution in Washington, 
He has gone into not only the 
physical aspect of the brain, but 
the intellectnal as well, 


One bit of astonishing news he 
has brought back from his. re- 
searches is that-the human brain 
actually’ keeps on growing until 
—as he puts it——“the aye of fifty 
or sixty.” The,only “if with 
which he hedges this about is 
that Person must be “mentally 
active.” 


Some brains, if they’ do not 
have the stimulus of thinking, 
da not grow and they do remain 
stati aut if the person has any 
intellectual eagerness and if: he 
comes to grips with something a 
bit more involved than: eating 
and sleeping and reading the 
newspaper, his brain actually 
grows and increases\in size. 

“There in no evidence," to 
quote him exactly, “that either 
the scalp, or the bones of the 
vault, thicken with age: — the 
scalp, in fact, it is now known 
-definitely, becomes thinner,” 

Innumerable tests have been 
made to determine at what QE 
the brain is atits best; and these 
have been tried on various classes 
and types, and with simple pro- 
blems and ‘with problems that 
would make Einstein take a grip 
on himself. And there is no 
evidence whatever to show that 
_the young man can solve a pro- 
blem any more satisfactorily than 
‘anold man. That is, except from 
the point of view of speed. 

There, and exactly there, the 
bright young college boy has it 
on him. But on plain deductton, 
the very processes of thought, tho 
root of tho matter, why Dad has 
it on him! 

These teats show that the 
young can add.a column of fig- 
ures quicker, but there is ‘no rea- 
son whatever to. belleve that the 
young man will add them any 
More correétly, This holds exact- 
ly true in other fields where com- 
parative tests have been mado— 
in memory, in catch problems, 
evon in crossword puzzles, 

The-most surprising angle of 
all is that this {s true in ‘tho mat- 
tor of learning a language. t's 
always been believed that the 
time to learn a language was 
when you are young. “I’m too 


ld to Jearn a language’—how 
often you've heard it. But there 
is no truth in that. An old per- 
son can Jearn a language just ag 
suecessfully ag a young person— 
in some w, he may even exeel 
the young sprout,

‘the very heart of my plea—you 


would not hesitate to take on new 


tasks, new ventures, new inter. , 


ests, Copernicus did his beat work 
at fifty-seven, Galileo made his 
most important discoveries about 
the moon when he was yeventy- 
two. Volta made his great con- 
tribution to electricity when he 


was fifty-four. Roentgen disco. * 


vered the X-rays when he was 
fifty. Victor, Hugo wrote “Leg 
Miserables” when he was six 
one, Titian painted masterpieces 
at cighty-three, 


But people do grow old, It's 
not easy to say when, but Dr. W, 
R, Brown, an English paycholog- 
ist, says that, fifty is the danger- 
ous age for men—the time in life 
when the average man realises 
he is what he is and that it's no 
longer an casy matter to make a 
fresh start in some totally new 
oecupation, : 

That's the average man, mind 
you, who’s heen thinking pretty 
well of himself since adolescence,

century ago. It was, as & matter 
of fuet, it 1843, at the time of the 
Guizot Ministry that the young 
Queen Victoria puid a visit to the 
summer residence of the French 
Royal Family, at Eu, and in- 
uugurated the serles of journeys 
which throughout numerous viels- 


situdes, have finally resulted in a-

able solidarity. 

Five Limes, on memorable ocea- 
yions, the British govercigns 
have crossed the Channel. But the
